WILL BE MADE 
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MUCH SMALLER 


Many City Bakers Have Decided 
lo Reduce Size of 
Loaves, 


RISE-IN PRICE OF FLOUR 
S GIVEN AS THE CAUSE 


Refuses to Make Cut—lIt 
Is Denied That There Has Been 
Concert of Action—Loaves 
May Be One-Third 
Smaller. 
“\ 


Tf the loaf of bread you buy for e 
nickle looks like it has “swunk,” don’t 
think that the Baker was short on a 
dab of dough through a mistake, for it 
is reported on very reliable authority 
that most of the bakers in the city have 
decided to réduce the size of the loaves. 

There is a diffirence of opinion even 
among the bakers themselves :@ to why 
this reduction in the size Of bread 
loaves is to be made, some claiming 
that it will benefit the retail dealer 
who will get his bread cheaper and sell 
at the same old price, while others say 
that it is on account of the rise in the 
price of flour and that the retail dealer 
will reap no advantage. 

To have raised the price of bread 
might have caused a wave of indigna- 
tion among those who have to earn the 
staff of life in the sweat of their 
brows: so it was thought more expedi- 
ent, it seems, to give the loaves a little 
anti-fat. Perhaps, it was reasoned, the 
people would not notice the reduction 
in size and they would go on paying out 
their nickels none the wiser. If there 
was any shortage it could have been 
ascribed to an increase of appetites. 
The boarding housekeepers may not suf- 
fer at all, it is being pointed out, as 
they can cut their slices thinner. 

Will Increase Cost of Li 

But the matter is a serious one. It 
means that the cost of living wlll take 
another advance. The loaves for a nickel 
have never been any too bloated, so to 
speak, and even when given the board- 
ing house artistic cut they rarely 
served for an ordinary size family with 
anything like a normal appetite.

Paris, June 20.—Owing to the fact thas 
the censorship is in operation in the 
south, only brief items of news from 
the scenes of the wine-growers’ demon- 
strations had reached Paris up to early 
this afternoon. These, however, showed 
that the conflicts which have takcn 
place between the troops and mobs wer3 
more sanguinary than at first suppose t, 

At Narbonne three persons were killea 
and fully a hundred soldiers and civil- 
ians, including a score of women, are 
said to have been wounded, several of 
them sustaining fatal i njuries. Ths 
troops, who were to fire in the air, shot 
Straight at the mob, besieging them in 
the courtyard of ‘the subprefecture, 

Army Corps in Motion. 

A whole army corps has been put in 
motion to deal with the rebellioug wine- 
growers, but the government claims that 
the forces now are so distributed as to 
isolate different sections and render it 
practically impossibl to effect a general 
mobilization of the dissatified peop.«.

They 
said efforts had been made to get them 
to join in the change in the size of 
loaves, but they had positively refused 
to @o any such a thing. Mr. Schlesin- 
ger said that he would not reduce the 
size of his loaves if flour was ten times 
as high as it is now, as he did not wish 
the consumer to suffer. 

What Might Be the Resnilt. 

If the rise in the price of flour is 
really the cause of the reduction in the 
size of the loaves, and flour should 
continue to increase in price and the 
leaves were to continue to  “swink,’’ 
there is no telling how small they might 
get. The time may arise when they 
would be good specimens for the scien- 
tist’s microscope.

It is said that the average weight of 
a loaf of bread since the reduction is 
about !2 ounces. The standard weight 
all over the country is 16 ounces. 

All the. bakers who have decided to 
give smaller loaves deny that there is 
any kind of a combination and declare 
that each is acting on his own hook. 

Still there is Mr. Schlesinger's state- 
ment in which he says that a great 
pressure has been brought to bear upon 
him to get his firm to join in the gen- 
eral movement to sell smaller loaves.

Without a word from 
him or any note expressing his intentions 
he dressed as usual, and was apparently 
engaged about his morning duties when 
he seized the implement of death, en. 
tered the bath room and fired the fata) 
shot. 

Members of the family were about their 
duties, and Mrs, “Corbin ang her two 
daughters, Mrs. Stone and Miss Maggie 
Corbin, were the only persons remaining 
in the house when the report of the gin 
attracted their attention. When they 
rushed into the room they found Mr. Cor- 
bin gasping in death. Dr. M. A. Clarke, 
the family physician, was summoned, 
and it took the merest examination to 
revea] that the aim of the victim had 
been sure. He lasted only a few mo- 
ments after the shot was fired. The en- 
tire load from the sheil entered just 
under,the chin, badly mutilating the 
neck, chin and lower face. 

Falling Heaith the Cause. 

Although there was not one particle 
of information to be gathered even by 
members of the family as to why Mr. 
Corhin shot himself, it can safely be 
attributed to failing health and conse- 
quent menial derangement. For sixty 
days he has lost physically despite 
efforts to combat conditions, and it is 
believed that in a moment of despair 
and when reason had deserted him he 
seized the gun and killed himself. He

His 
close friends had noted his decline in 
health and for several weeks they had 
urged him to rest from his duties. 
Finally, when he saw that there was 
terrible inroad upon his health, he con- 
sented to leave off some of the most 
irksome duties and was. away from 
Macon seeking improvement for a short 
while. For the past few weeks he has 
not been very closely engaged in busi- 
ness, but there was’ no change for the 
better that could be noted. 
Coroner Held Inquest. 

Coroner T. E. Young was summoned 
to the residence shortly after the death 
was announced and he held an exami- 
nation which resulted in a verdict to 
the effect that Mr. Corbin came to his 
death by his own hand. There was no 
final and positive decision that the act 
was suicide. “It may have been ac- 
cidental,”’ said the jury in their forma- 
tion of the verdict. There were no eye 
witnesses and no person knew, or will 
ever know regarding this point. 

It is the general opinion that he was 
temporarily unbalanced and. that this 
was due to his jll health. Although 
there was little said of it, there were 
persons about the city who noted slight 
evidences of derangement before Mr. 
Corbin ende® @ all this morning. 
Business in Excellent Condition. 
There was no better business man in 
the community. Judge Emory Speer 
said of him: “He was the most exact, 
the most gcrupulous business man I 
have ever known. No city in the south 
could boast of a better citizen.’’ There 
was no business reverse or any matter 
that has weighed: upon his mind to 
cause despondency, as far ag his money 
interests were concerned. 


An Active Career. 

Fifty-five years ago N. B. Corbin was 
born on the very site now occupied by 
his pretty home. He has resided in Ma- 
oon all his life and has been a bisiness 
man of sterling worth from the very 
first. For ten years he was associated 
with W. R. Cox in the wholesale firm 
of Cox & Corbin. Later he went to the 
Macon Grocery Company and this con- 
Cern hag since that time been one of the 
most prosperous in the communfty. No 
concern in the city seems in better con- 
dition at present. 

He became director of the Macon 
chamber of commerce and served there 
until last year, when he made an effort 
to withdraw on account of his health. 
His friends were unwilling to work 
without him and he remained. He was 
one of the leading spirits in the enter- 
prise known as the Central Manufactur- 
ing Company and at the time of his 
death was vice president of the Ex- 
change bank, one of the safest and one 
of the largest banking houses in the 
state. 

He is survived by a wife and six chil- 
dren, two daughters and four sons. 
These ar Mrs. CC. O. Stone and Miss 
Margaret Corbin, and Messrs. James, 
Samuel, Robert and Culver Corbin.” The 
funeral arrangements will be made for 
tomorrow afternoon.

Closing Exercises of Georgia School 
of Technology at Grand—Ad. 
dresses by Hooper Alexan.

Associate Justice Marcus W. Beck,

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~FORAKER TALKS 
TO THE NEGROES 


Senator Delivers Address at 
Ohio Negro College, 


RACE PROBLEM DISCUSSED 


“Amd the Brownsville Riot Is Gone 
Into at Length—Foraker Says 
the Negro Soldiers Were 
Digcharged Without 
a Hearing. 


Wilberforce, Ohio, June 20.—Not since 
Genator Foraker last wes hére, more 
than a score of years ago, has this cen- 
ter of colored education been so stirred, 
as it was today. 

It was commencement day at Wilber- 
force University, the leading colored co!l- 
lege of Ohio, and the senior senator 
made the annual address. It was more 
than commencement, it wag the occasion 
for an outpouring’ of thousands of Fwr- 
@ker's friends from far and near. 

After a tumultuous reception at Xenia, 
the senator arrived here shortly after 
noon. The demonstration Was even 
greater than at Xenia. Tigougands oO! 
people making their way all morning in 
wehicles of every description and fully 
6,000 persons had gathered in the college 
campus for the exercises. 

Senator Foraker commenced his 
speech by referring to his last visit 
to Wilberforce, in '(865—twenty-two 
years ago. He reviewed the events of 
this period—of both local and national 
character. In this connection he spoke 
of the Spanish-American war and the 
acquisition of insular possessions, as 
well as of the great development of in- 
dustries and power as a nation. He 
gave the colored people of the country 
credit for having contributed their fair 
share in the accomplishment of ajll 
these great results and congratulated 
them upon the success’ they have 
achieved. 

Foraker on Roosevelt. 

After speaking of the political lead- 
ers of twenty years ago, he paid a 
warm tribute to the late President Mc- 
Kinley, and said: 

“At that time Theodore Roosevelt 
was barely known to the American 
people; but he, too, had been laying 
the foundations broad and deep, 
on which he was to build 
that remarkable character that has en- 
abled him not only to be president of 
the United States, but to fill the whole 
world with the fame of his deeds.” 

He spoke of the part taken by the 
colered soldiers in the Spanish-Amer- 
jean war, declaring that “No braver 
troops bore the flag to victory in that 
contest than the Ninth and Tenth cav- 
alry and the Twenty-fourth and Twen- 
ty-fifth infantry. They were reppre- 
sented on every firing line, and some 
of them took part in every clash of 
arms. They died fighting side by side 
with the white soldiers, and as it was 
in Cuba, so was it. in the Philippines, 


1 
Whenever there was hard service to be 
rendered or dangerous duty to be per- 
formed, they were present and did their 
full share. They would not claim any 
higher credit than their white. com- 
rades are entitled to receive. It: would 
be an injustice to them to give them 
any less credit.” 


Race Problem and Brownsville. 


After discussing the race problem at 
considerable length along the lines of 
his previous speeches, he took up the 
Brownsville affair, saying: 

“The investigation has not yet been 
concluded. We have simply taken a 
recess. Whether there will be any fur- 
ther important testimony no one 
knows. Because'‘of this uncertainty I 
cannot predict what wil, be the ulti- 
mate result. All know. however, what 
has been accomplished.” 

He explained that the purpose of the 
investigation was: 

I—To give the men a chance to be 
heard in their own defense. 

2—To fix the identity of the soldiers 
guilty of the schooting, if any of them 
were guilty. 

3—To ascertain and report all other 
important facts connected with the 
shooting which might be established. 

After recounting what had been | 
brought out, all of which had been pub- 
jished, he said: 

“But, however it may be as to the 
question of guilt, the fact remains that 
the men have had a chance to be 
heard in their own behalf, to tell their 
own story, to state their own defense, 
and this they have done in a clear, 
straightforward way that reflects on 
them the highest credit and satisfies 
my mind that they are the victims of 
an injustice that has no precedent in 
the history of the American army. 

“IT do not question the good faith 
of the president or of the secretary of 
war, but when I look at the reports of 
Major Blocksom and General Garling- 
ton and the testimony submitted there- 
with, upon which the president acted, 
I felt that whether it was intentional 
or not he had been misled. I felt that. 
the men had not been given a hear- 
ing and that the little they had been 
permitted to say in their own behalf 
had been wrongfully denied any cre- 
dence whatever. 

“The investigation may prove futile 
to establish the truth. It may never 
be known who did the firing, but it 
will always be known that the men 
have at least had a chance to state 
their side of the case. If for what I 
have done in this behilf I am to be 
eleminated from public life, as has 
been proclaimed, then let it be known 
that I shall at least carry with me into 
private life the consoling satisfaction 
of feeling and knowing that I have 
been rebuked for an action that I shall 
never regret but always esteem as 
creditable to my heart as a man and 
to my sense of justice and duty as a 
public official.”

20.—At the third 
day’s session of the twentieth annual 
meeting of the American Association of 
Local Freight Agents, in this city 
today, the matter of publishing an of- 
ficial journal came up for discussion, 
It was finally decided to appeal to some 
standard railroad magazine to devote 
a certain amount of space in each is- 
sue to the news of the association. 

The matter of selecting a place of 
meeting for the next annual convention 
will be decided later on by the execu- 
tive committee. Chicago, Buffalo and 
Kansas City are the cities most prom- 
inently mentioned in this connection. 

With one exception al! the retiring of- 
ficers were reelected. J. W. Courins, of 
New Orleans, was elected vice president 
in place of W. P. Martin, of Toronto.

WAS MAIN WITNESS OF DAY 


Captain George Brown, Day Jailer 
«chen Lynching of Ed Johnson 
Occurred, Was Main Wit- 
ness in the Shipp Trial 
Yesterday. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 20.—In the 
Sheriff Shipp contempt case today, Cap- 
tain George Brown, who was day jailer 
when the lynching of Ed Johnson oc- 
curred and who ig one of the most im- 
portant of the defendants, was the main 
witness of the day. He was relieved 
in the evening by Night Jailer Jere 
Gibson. 

Was Not Present. 

He stated positively that he was on 
the north side of the river when the 
negro was lynched. He was asked about 
the testimony of Arthur Waller and de 
clared he made no statement to Joe 
Roach or any other person that ‘It 
looked warm outstde.”’ Tere was no 
cause for him to make such statement, 
ang it did not look warm outside. He 
moved some prisoners the day of the 
lynching. The Sunday previous some 
Jews had come jin to see Fitzsimmons 
and the prisoner objected to their com: 
ing. There was a fight being made on 
Captain Shipp in the third ward and he 
was charged. with showing Fitzsimmon 
Special favors. For that reason it was 
thought best to remove Fitzsimmons to 
the regular cell from the hospital cell. 
He testified that he was opposed to cap- 
Ital punishment, but this evidence was 
objected to by Mr. Sanford. 

He thought that Johnson had been 
reprieved by the governorafew days be- 
fore the lynching, but there was no un- 
usual demonstration at the time nor 
after the time of the first mob. Every- 
thing was quiet. Public feeling had 
subsided, apparently, after the first mob 
and there was nothing to indicate a 
lynching. 

No Danger Apprehended. 

After Johnson had been taken to 
Knoxville there was no guard maintain- 
ed at the jail, There was nothing on 
March !9 or on the days preceding to 
indicate any danger of the lynching. 

“Johnson certainly needed some one 
at The jail to protect him the night of 
the lynching, did he not?’ asked Mr. 
Sanford. 

Captain Brown said he was not at th? 
jail the night of the lynching. The 
witness was asked if the transfer of 
Fitzsimmons was for “political reason3, 
and to make votes on the outside by th» 
conduct of affairs on the inside.” He 
stated that the transfer was made un. 
der the orders of Fred Frawley, chief 
deputy, and that it was the result of s 
fight being made on Captain Shipp in 
the thrd ward. He had heard criticism 
of the sheriff the night of the attem ;-+t 
to lynch Johnson. The ywere ‘cussing’ 
about the sheriff protecting the pris- 
oner. 

Mr. Sanford asked the witness if Ba*t 
Justice was one of those ‘‘cussing.’’ Ho 
wag there @ut not swearing. The wi-.- 
ness then stated that the deputies hal 
a “good part’’ in pretecting the pris- 
oner. The first mob wanted Westfiuii 
Jones, in jail for the murder of a depu- 
ty sheriff, after they found that Joh:- 
son was gone.

WESTERN UNION POSITION

New York, June 20.—As a result of 
a visit of Mr. Neill, commissioner of 
labor, and of the suggestions made by 
him, an adjustment of the difficulties 
between the Western Union Telegrarna 
Company and its operators hag been re- 
ported, and there will be no strike. This 


morning, Colonel Clowry, president of 
the Western Union, addressed a letter 
to Mr. Neill, outlining the position of his 
company, and thisis admittedly satisfa~ - 
tory to all parties concerned. 

The union eaders said they looked upoa 
the letter ag a concession by the Weste.n 
Union of all their demands, with the ex- 
ception of the eight-hour day and the 
request that typewriters for operators be 
furnished by the company. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable Com- 
pany take the position that it was not 
directly involved in the controversy. 
Edward J. Nally, vice president ani 
general manager, gave out the followi.g 
Statement today as to hig company’s 
attitude: 

“Il wish to say for the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable Company that the staie- 
ment to the effect that this company 
refused to consider requests or com- 
plaints from its employees, either ind!- 
vidually or as a committee, is entirely 
untrue. We hawe always been very glad 
to meet any of our employees and to 
consider any matter which they migut 
care fo present.’’ 

President Clowry’s Letter. 

President Clowry’'s letter to Mr. Ne‘ll: 
in part, is as follows:

“If any telegrapher feels that he has 
any grievance under any of the fore- 
going conditions, and if he cannot se- 
cure a satisfactory adjustment of his 
complaing with the officers of the cgu.i- 
pany, we will submit the matter to .a% 
arbitration of three parties, one to be «e- 
lected by the telegraphers, one by the 
telegraph company and the third to be 
selected by the two so chosen, and in the 
event that the two canot agree upon a 
third arbitrator within one week, we 
will be very glad to have such third ar- 
bitrator chosen by the chairman of tine 
interstate commerce commission ana 
the con:missioner labor, acting 
jointly.

Atlanta through the streets and about 
the suburbs of the city. 

For no man with the gift of the 
music of words and meter could have 
designed a poem which would have 
swept with a more tender sweetness 
the emotions common to us all than 
this spectacle of fatherless and moth- 
erless childhood enjoying, for the first 
time, those pleasures which speedily 
become a matter of course to the 
wealthy man and woman. Robbed by 
fate or human frailty of the shepherd- 
ing love of home and of parents, 
rarrowea to that life which, in all its 
youthful exuberance and _ impulse, 
must still look with a vague longing 
upon pleasures which seem without 
its boundaries, who may say what 
joy thi’ simple experience gave to 
these little wards of God? 

It was an epoch in the lives of all 
of them. The ordinary child born of 
parents in moderate circumstances 
looks upon the men and the women 
and the children who glide-along the 
thoroughfares in automobiles or car- 
rlages with a curious species of 
childish envy, which ponders gravely 
over the unequal distribution of gifts 
ir the great scheme of things and 
looks forward with the magic of 
frightened, childish imagination to 
the day when he or she may, through 
some twist of time’s whirligig come 
upon the same fortune. But the child 
with a father and mother in. the cot- 
tage home has its compensations. 
Mother-love, the guiding care of a 
father, and the sweet influence of 
home go far toward making up the 
deficiencies which childhood’s fancy 
paints. 

The orphan may only look upon the 
fairyland of wealth and ease from a 
distance, forlorn and wistful in its 
long perspective by the side of that 
of the more fortunate child. Some- 
times there comes along a man with 
au inspiration, a kindly impulse—let 
us Cal] him a conjuror, for he is that 
t> the children. Robert F. Shedden, 
of Atlanta, was the conjuror whose 
practical magic and kindly heart 
knew what a raré pleasure it would 
Le to these children to climb into the 
machines they had so often viewed 
with a futile awe, and go whirring 
along the city streets and through 
the country roads, the fresh, crisp 
breezes upon their little faces, the 
sight of the good green of the earth 
in their eyes, and the big-hearted 
people of Atlanta taking a vacation 
to cheer them as they swept along 
the course. 

He enlisted the sympathies of the 
auto owners of Atlanta in his benev- 
olent crusade. With him they can 
share the pleasure which comes from 
ccnsciousness of giving pleasure to 
others—in this case, the “little chil- 
dren of the poor” to whom pleasures 
oi this sort come only in dreams too 
beautiful for reality.

For many months to come 
tiey will have the happy knowledge 
of being the creators of visions and 
of memories more dear to childish 
minds and hearts than any which 
may come in the more sedate years 
of later life—when even these same 
children may be themselves confer- 
ring similar pleasures,

The stigma attaching to their un- 
lettered condition is, happily, being 
removed. In the section around Ra- 
bun Gap, in Rabun county, Andrew J. 
Ritchie is bringing about a new era 
and a new condition, just as Miss 
Martha Berry, of Rome, is the evan- 
gel of a new idea in education for 
the same class of needy boys. Tech- 
nical training for the boys and girls, 
the ability to work with hands and 
head, is forming a new fulcrum with 
which they may elevate their condi- 
tion. Approaching the problems of 
existence with trained minds guiding 
Skilled digits, their future success is 
assured.

BY TWO STEAMSHIP LINES 


HD statement that the principal 


gs European steamship lines en- 

gaged in carrying immigrants 
had decided to taboo the south was 
shown to John A. Betjeman, chairman 
of the executive committee of the Geor- 
gia Immigration Association, and he 
was asked for his opinion on their 
action. 

In response Mr. Betjeman stated that 
the action of these two lines was not 
likely to cause any serious concern to 
either New Orleans, Galveston or Sa- 
vannah, as it was definitely understood 
that a line ag strong and aggressive 
was arranging to take care of both the 
freight and immigrant business into 
these ports. 

Mr. Betjeman stated that while tne 
commission representing the state of 
Georgia in urging immigration, and 
comprised of the Hon Hoke Smith, 
Hon. G. Dundy Jordan and Major 
Williamson, was in Europe recently, 
they found that some of the younger 
lines were interested in the develop- 
ment of newer ports in Europe, and in 
securing trade from the rapidly devel- 


oping southern states of these United 
States. He stated that a careful in- 
vestigation of conditions in the south 
had recently been made @ a high offi- 
cial of one of these lines and he had 
returned to WBDurope enthusiastic over 
the development of the southern states, 
and over the opportunity offered here 
for a good class of immigrants. 

Mr. Betjeman stated that the press 
dispatch from Berlin was most emphati- 
cally discredited by the recent report of 
the Belgian minister at Washington, 
who, after coming south to investigate 
the treatment accorde@ Belgians arriv- 
ing at Charleston, S. C., had reported 
to his government that the south of- 
fered a splendid opportunity for any 
well-meaning, energetic Caucausian 
from the north of Europe. If there is 
any basis in fact for the report that 
immferants are not well treated in the 
south, it is due entirely to the @iaboli- 
cal misrepresentations of consciousless 
immigrant agents operating out of New 
York city, who have gathered up ques- 
tionahle people from various sources 
and binding them under wretched con- 
tracts have sent them into the south to 
supply the crying needs of a few overly 
eager employers, who have been so un- 
fortunate as to call on these New York 
agents for help. Mr. Betjeman insists 
that there is no disposition on the part 
of farmers and operators of industries 
to do anything which would jeopardize 
comfort of any worker, whether he be 
a native Georgian or an immigrant. 

Mr. Betjeman states that a steamship 
line other than the two named in the 
Berlin dispatch has agreed to begin 
operations into the port of Savannah 
during the early fail, and in announcing 
this he states that Savannah was 
chosen because her exports equa! the 
combined exports of Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth, Wilmington, Charleston, Jack- 
sonviffe, Fernandina and Tampa. He 
states that the work of securing a de- 
sirable class of immigrants for the state 
of Georgia and providing for them 
properly is being thoroughly systema- 
tized, and so long as the Georgia Immi- 
gration Association gives advice or di- 
rection that nothing but the highest 
tyf€-of immigrants will be permitted to 
enter Gedrgja. 

Mr. Betjeman was asked for an opin- 
ion in regard to combinations said to 
exist between trans-Atlantic lines, and 
in response quoted a recent conversa- 
tion with the American manager of the 


Hamburg@Aimerican steamship line on 
this subject. 

The management was asked if it were 
true that his line had an agreement 
with the Lloyds as to the ports which 
they would enter. In response to this 
question, the manager stated most em- 
phatically that it made no difference 
whether the Lloyds were entering @ 
port or not, if sufficient business was 
offered to the Hamburg line that they 
could be depended upon to furnish the 
vessels to take care of them. The 
freight business offered to lines op- 
erating through the southern ports is 
limited, and it is not reasonable to 
expect great competition between large 
lines until the business warrants it. 
The opportunity now offered for south- 
ern business houses to import direct 
through the port of Savannah is wor- 
thy of the most earnest interest; the 
rate on freight from European ports 
to the port of Savannah is the same 
as from European ports to the port 
of New York. At the present southern 
merchants are giving all cf their pa- 
tronage to New York houses and pay- 
ing in addition to the  trans- 
Atlantic freight the freight from 
New York to Savannah. The 
indications are that this will be 
corrected at an early date by the open- 
ing of importing houses at South Ate 
lantio ports. 

Mr. Betjeman was asked for informa- 
tion in regard to the statement that 
Georgia Immigration Association pro- 
posed to aid immigrants in reaching 
Georgia by assisting in the payment 


of their transportation. His response 
was as follows: “The Immigration As- 
sociation is unequivocally opposed to 
the payment of transportation of in- 
tending immigrants. Its plan of opera- 
tion does not include anything of this 
kind. It simply places absolutely core 
rect information in regard to the ope- 
portunities in this state in .the hands 
of people already intending to come 
to America after they have been ine 
vestigated and have found to be desire 
able citizens. No broadcast advertis- 
ing is done, but an exhibit of the re- 
sources and products of this state is 
made and desirable people in carefully 
selected districts of northern Europe 
are ‘advised about our opportunities 
and in this way are induced to settle 
in the state of Georgia rather than in 
other states. There is no effort to con- 
tract for labor or to bring in anything 
except clean, honest, energetic Cau- 
casians of the highest type. The work 
is well organized, good results are be- 
ing secured; it is on a sound business 
basis and cannot help but do good 
to the whole state. The competition 
among the southern states is now 
very keen. Arecentissueof The Man- 
ufacturers’ Record stated that sixteen 
thousand would be delivered to the 
state of Texas by the 7th of July. 
West Virginia, Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Florida, Alabama, 
Louisiana and Arkansas are now di- 
recting and controlling this work, hav- 
ing found that the let-alone policy was 
not the conservative policy for the 
reason that with no attention paid to 
this movement a questionable type 
drifts in. On the other hand, when 
taken hold of and directed and con- 
trolled as the Georgia association is 
doing, the openings as fast as they oc- 
cur are supplied by carefully selected 
individuals and no room is left for 
the riff-raff to drift in.” 
Immigration Is Favored, 

Mr. Betjeman has just received a tel- 
egram from Savannah stating that the 
Saw Mill Association had passed resolu- 
tions favoring immigration, these reso- 
lutions being practically a duplicate 
of those by the Bankers’ Association.

ADAMS WAS VICTIM OF A FEUD. 


Killed Brothér of Porter Jones to 
Save His Brother. 
Eatonton, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)— 
About four years ago Kiah Jones, 
brother to Porter, who has confessed to 
the killing of Robert Adams, was shot 
and killed by Adams in defense of the 
life of his younger brother, Calhoun, 
with whom Jones had an altercation. 
Kiah Jones had been an inmate in the 
state sanitarium for a period, but had 
been brought home by his family un- 
der protest of the officials. He was 
still considered dangerous, and was 
more or less dreaded by all who knew 
him. In one of his desperate spells 
he was in the act of taking the life of 
Calhoun Adams when Robert Adams 
shot and killed him. Adams prontptly 
surrendered himself to the sheriff, was 

tried and acquitted. 

It is the common belief that from 
that unfortunate day until he was 
shot down in his field- the other day, 
Adams’ life has rested under a threat. 
In fact, it is commonly talked that its 
execution was only held in check 
through deference to the insistance of 
Mr. Hill Jones, the aged father, who 
died a few weeks ago after years of 
suffering from a malignant cancer of 
the face. 

So general and strong was this be- 


ilief that Robert Adams was rep2ated- 


ly warned by friends never to go a 


/ moment unarmed. 


To make bad matters worse and in 
direct opposition to the advice of his 
friends, Adams moved to a farm adjoin- 
ing that of Jones, where to avoid at 
least occasional contact was impossi- 
ble and where conditions favorable to 
keeping the fires of animosity burning 
were unavoidable. 

It is known that Mrs. Adams lived 
in constant dread of the results of a 
meeting between her husband and the 
Jones boys, and that on the fatal day 
when the five shots from Porter 
Jones’ pistol rung out on the air and 
reverberated through her home where 
she was reclining for an afternoon rest, 
she instinctively divined the cause, and 
rushing out to investigate found the 
awful realization of all her fears..

JOHN STEELE 
KILLS HIMSELF 


Trolley Car Conductor Ends 
His Life With a 
Pistol, 


John W. Steele, a trolley car con- 
ductor, killed himself with a pistol 
early yesterday morning at his home, 
22 Gospero streét. His dead body was 
found by Mrs. S. €. Lindsey’ lying 
across a bed. Near him was a pistol 
with which a fatal wound had been 
made in the left temple. 

Mrs. Lindsey at first claimed to be 
S\wWie's wife, but later she admitted 
She was not. She said she and Steele 
had been living together as man. and 
wife since Memorial day and that she 
had intended to get a divorce from her 
husband and marry Steele. 

At the coroner’s inquest Mrs. Lind- 
s@y testifiai that Steéle had confessed 
to her of various crimes he had com- 
mitted in Indian Territory. She said 
he stated to her that he had killéd a 
man and robbed an express train with 
a gang of outlaws. According to the 
evidence of Mrs. ‘Lindsey, the killing 
of the man in Indian Territory weighed 
upon Steele's mind and probably led 
to the suicide. 

Policeman John Peyton testified that 
Mrs. Lindsey had told him that Steele 
confessed to choking a woman to death 
in Indian Territory and to throwing 
her body into a lake. 

Steele’s father, G. B. Steele, of Nor- 
cross, Ga., was present at the inquest. 
He said all the stories about his son 
having committed crimes in Indian Ter- 
ritory were false. He said his son 
left that Territory when he -was five 
years old, and had never regurned. He 
did not believe his son had committed 
fTcide. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that Steele came to his death by a self- 
inflicted wound made with a pistol.

Boise, Idaho, June 20.—Unless thee

For the rest it was a day of feading, 
Red Editorials in Evidence. 
Judge Wood admitted many of the 
strongly worded articles of the Miner's 
Magazine, in which Frank Steunenberg 
was bitterly denounced, and as one after 
another they were let in, Borah read 
them to the jury. These were admitted 
as showing the animus against Judges 
Goddard and Gabbert, of the supreme 
court of Colorado, whom Harry Orchard 

swore he tried many times to kill. 

The state introduced in evidence the 
decision of those judges on the Colorado 
@ei¢ht-hour law and the habeas corpus 
a)mications o* Charles H, Moyer. 

The matter introduced today covered 
a wide range, from political comment to 
extreme denuneation of Stunenberg, 
Peabody and Goddard coming in for the 
greater share of the more violent lan- 
guage. The dates ran from 1900 to the 
end of 1905, ‘but Judge Wood ruled out 
the matter appearing in the numbers is- 
sued after the death of Steunenberg. 

From the issue of June, 1900, Senator 
Borah read a comment wpon the speech 
by Mr. Sovereign at the convention of 
the Western Federation of Miners. The 
article declared that Mr. Sovereign spoke 
of the “Perjurer Steunenberg—the In- 
human Persecutor of Working Men.” 

Ritter Xittacks on Steunenberg. 

In the July issue of 1900 was an arti- 
cle signed by Ed Boyce, urging all work- 
men to support Eugene V. Debs and 
Joseph Harriman for president and vice 
president, respectively, and denouncing, 
McKinley and Roosevelt and Bryan and 
Stevenson as representatives of the cap- 
italistic classes. The article cited “the 
case of Governor Steunenberg, who sold 
himself to the Standard Oil Company to 
plunder, rob and murder the men who 
elected him to office.”’ 

In an editorial in the Miner's Maga- 
gine for January, '!90I, entitled ‘rhe 
Passing of Steunenberg,” epithets are aip- 
plied without stint to @teunenberg, who 
is charged with getting rich on the 
greasy dollars of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and of the mine owners, whose ser- 
vant he has always been, 


DECLARE MEN 
ARE SATISFIED 


Western Union and Postal 
Officials Make State- 
ments. 


J. (Levin, the general superintendent of 
this division of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, when seen by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution last eve- 
ning, said that there was not the slight- 
est intimation of a strike among his 
men in this section, 

Mr. Levin further saig that there were 
no grievances so far as he knew in this 
division, and that therefore there vas 
no complaint. That the officials of his 
company had maintained throughout 
their policy of giving a hearing to any 
of the employees who might wish to 
make any complaint, and that no com- 
plaints had come into his office, and 
none existed in this division so far as he 
knew.

Rare Burst of Speed. 

It was with a rare burst of speed in 
the stretch that Nealon flashed out of 
a flying field of Sixteen horses and 
sped across the finish line while 30,000 
people cheered him as the winner of the 
highest turf honor. W. Duggan, who 
had the mount on Nealon, rode a clever 
race, allowing the stable mate, Faust, 
with EK. Dugan up, to make all the 
rurhing for a mile and then sending 
Nealon easi!, to the front in the last 


furlong. 

All New York—so it seemed—went to 
Gheepshead Bay, and when “Boots and 
Gaddies’’ was sounded for the first race 
. the grand stands and lawns were pack- 
ed with a typical Suburban crowd. 
good-natured and enthusiastic. A smart 
shower in the morning served to lay 
the dust and make the track lightning 
fast.

PROFESSIONAL BASEBALL 
IS DENOUNCED BY TABER 


HICAGO, June 20.—One hundred 
and fifty delegates were present 
today at the opening session of 

the Playgrounds Association of America, 
which is to continue here for three 
days, 

The early portion of the day was de- 
voted td hearing the reports of the offi- 
cers and addresses. During the after- 
noon session an address on ‘“Sportsman- 
ship and Games,’’ written by Fran- 
cis H. Taber, of New York, was read, 
Mr. Taber not beigg present in person. 
It was in part as follows. 

“One need not be particularly afraid of 
the danger of over-attention to ath- 
letics or the evils of too much play. But 
the time for fear is when athletics be- 
come business, when play ceases to be 
pastime and when sport depends wpon 
victory for its success. If a man must 
train before he participates in sport it 
makes it a very serious matter. : He 
must give up his ordinary habits, deny 
himself his luxuries and naturally he 
expects a considerable return. To deny 
enjoyment to gain enjoyment is a para- 


dox. It is worth while denying onesself 
to pass an examination, but is it worth 
while giving up recreation for the sake 
of recreation? Secondly, the game is the 
thing. To the true sportsman, such a 
Spectacle as a man told off to ‘worry the 
pitcher,’ or a player depending upon 
artificial stimulus from spectators its 
simply unintelligible. 

“A professional may have his place 
in the general scheme of things, but 
he is net a sportsman. He is a mounte- 
bank, a vaudeville artist, anything you 
like, but not a sportsman, and half of 
the trouble of amatew spor cames from 
the bad example set by professionals. 
The large salaries, tae buge crowds, 
the newspaper notoriety dazzle the un- 
thinking youth and it seems a great 
thing to play for the amusement of 
others and earn a living without work, 
and if this consummation cannot be 
obtained it can at least be approached. 

“The professional may be a good 
aportsman at heart, but cannot possibly 
be a true sportsman or he would never 
accept money for amusing himself.’’

President Roosevelt remained silent. and 
mistaking his silence for acquiescence 
in the suggestion, the ambassador made 
a definite proposition that the United 
States pay an indemnity. 

There was no mistaking the presti- 
dent’s attitude then. He forcibly ex- 
Pressed disapproval of the proposition 
and dismissed the ambassador with ad- 
vice to conduct his negotiations in fu- 
ture with the state department. 

Secretary Root was informed of the 
incident and immediately changed his 
demeanor toward the Japanese ambas- 
sador. Since that time the intercourse 
between the two men has been cold and 
formal. only official matters being dis- 
cussed when they meet. Previously 
Secretary Root had been somewhat im- 
patient with Viscount Aoki because of 
his persisence in pressing trivial mat- 
ters. 

When the ambassador made his in- 
demnity proposition to Secretary Root 
he was told that Japanese have no 
more rights than American citizens 
have.
